God Reveals 
His Law

In the third mouth after the es­ 
cape of the Israelites from Egypt 
they reached the vicinity off Mount 
Sanai, where they pitched camp 
and rema.ived for some months. 
It was here that God gave to 
the Israelites the Ten Command­ 
ments, which they agreed to obey 
In order that they might conduct 
themselves 
In 
a 
manner 
well 
pleasing to God and also that they 
might be “ a kingdom of priests 
and a holy nation.” 


As God is no respecter of per­ 


so n c, a* was declared centuries 
later by Peter the Apostle, we can 
well assume that the Ten Com­ 
mandments were given to the Is- 
raelite# on 
condition 
that 
they 
would observe them, also that they 
were given to al] peoples and to 
every individual who would ob­ 
serve and obey them. 
Here in the Ten Commandments 
is the basis for all the laws ever 
written for the correct behavioT 
of mankind. These are the laws, 
the 
directives, 
which 
God 
en­ 
graved or wrote, or caused to be 
engraved or written, upon the tab­ 
lets of 
‘one as given to the He­ 
brew people at the hand of Moses. 
These law's had existed before 
the Israelites came to the foot of 
Mount Sanai. E v e r since God con­ 
demned Cain for the death of his 
brother. 
Abel, 
civilised 
people 
knew it was wrong to kill. F<»r 
the slaying of an Egyptian, Moses 
himself had fled from the wrath 
of Egypt's ruler. 


And so with the other prohibi­ 
tions of the Ten Commandments. 
Some of them had been and wore 
at that time being observed by 
many or all civilized peoples of 
earth., 
But here in tlx- Ten Command­ 
ments were included those rules 
for man's behavior that were the j 
best and 
the 
fundamental, 
the 
basis for those laws which would 
endure 
and from 
which 
would 
come all laws in detail that would 
guide nations and individuals in 
dealing with each other. 
The Ten Commandments: were 
peculiar in defining man’s proper 
attitude toward God. Not all na­ 
tions at that time were observing 
such laws and some nations and

Certain it is that even’ crime 
against God or mankind is a viola­ 
tion of one of these 
command­ 
ments . 


In presenting the Ten Command­ 
ments as a proper guide and re­ 
quired observance, we again have 
a notable example of the never 


failing patience of God. 
It will be recalled that while 
Moses was 
first 
receiving 
this 


Teat code from God. the Israel­ 
ites became impatient at his long 
communion with the Almighty on 
Mount 
Sanai 
and 
revived 
the 


idolatrous worship of the Egyp­ 
tians. They had made a golden 
ealf and in frenzied and sinful orgy 
were giving it divine honors. So 
enraged was Moses witli this sin 
of his people that they broke the 
stones which bore the Ten Com- 
nnndments God had given him.
